SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
St. Albans, Vt., January 19, 1933. 


Neeke.SchoolsDirectors, 


Georgia, Vt. 


Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to submit to you my annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 


The statistics for the school year ending June 30, 1932, 


showed that 239 pupils were enrolled in the schools of the town. 
The percentage of attendance was 84.4 per cent. The average 


ir 


number of days attendance of all pupils was 123. Forty-nine 
pupils were transported to school, and 45 of this number were 
transported for three terms. Thirty-nine pupils were enrolled 


in High School. 


The scbool directors have reduced expenses as far as they 
have been able. This reduction is evident in lowered salaries 
since July, in the curtailing of transportation expense, and in 
the making of only the very essential repairs. 


However, the efficiency of the schools has been maintained. 
During the fall term I had each teacher give the Stanford Achieve- 
ment Tests to all pupils enrolled in the upper four grades. 
During the spring term I intend to give a second test of the 
same type. In this way we are enabled to check the progress of ~ 
the pupils during the year. In the meantime we have been able 
to compare the ratings of our pupils with the average ratings of 
thousands of pupils who have taken the same tests throughout 
the United States. We can make the comparison by subjects, 
and also by general average. Itis a matter of satisfaction to be 
able to state that some of the pupils have rated in some subjects 
above the general average. Many rate on the normal mark. 
The teachers have had the information early in the year so as 
to enable them to place extra emphasis where it is needed. For 
professional reasons I believe it unfair to pupils to make any | 
public comparisons. ‘The information which is gained by giving 
the tests is used solely for the benefit of the pupil. I am pleased, 
howeyer, to note that the boys and girls of Georgia stand well 
in comparison with other boys and girls in the country. 


There are a few school buildings which should be re- 
modelled. I do not feel like urging that at present because of 
the expense involved. But I believe a policy of caring for and 
remodelling school property should be seriously considered. 


During the fall term I took a representative of the Humane 
Society to nearly all the schools in town. She will return in the 
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spring to finish her visits to all the schools. She spoke to the 
pupils on ‘Kindness to Animals.’’ She was in the state at the 
invitation of the State Department of Education. Your super- 
intendent believes that any boy or girl who is kind to animals is 
a better boy or girl because of that characteristic. Children 
who develop a trait of kindness will grow up to be better citizens 
because of such an attitude toward life. 


A prize speaking contest was held in the fall to select a 
speaker to represent Georgia in the County contest. Much in- 
terest was displayed throughout the town.

Sec. 3916. Voters. A male or female citizen, twenty- 
one years of age, who has taken the freemen’s oath, and whose 
list, including poll, is taken in a town at the annual assessment 
preceding a town meeting, and whose poll and flood tax due 
such town, were paid prior to the fifteenth day of Feb- | 

- Yruary preceding such town meeting, or who has attained 
the age of twenty-one years subsequent to the last annual 
assessment, or who is exempt from taxation for any cause, shall, 
while residing in such town, be a voter in town meeting; but 
such male citizen or female citizen if a resident of an incorpor- 
ated village, within such town, shall not vote in “town meeting 
for town road commissioner unless at least fifteen per cent of 

the last highway tax of such incorporated village has been paid 
_ to the town treasurer to be expended upon the highways of the 
_ town outside of such incorporated village. . 


Sec. 3925. Qualification; Election. At the annual meet- 
_ Ing, a town shall choose from among the legally qualified voters 

thereof the following town officers, who shall serve until the 
' next annual meeting and until others are chosen, unless other- 
_ wise provided by law or herein specified;

Sec. l. Tax Bills; Duties of Selectmen—Whenever 
_a town or a town school district at the end of its fiscal year has 
a deficit, the board of selectmen of such town when making up 
. the next annual tax bill shall add thereto a tax of five per cent, 
or such a multiple of five per cent, in addition to the tax already 
authorized by law, to be levied upon the grand list of said town, 
as will provide a sufficient revenue to liquidate such deficit.

Sec. 2. Deficit; Definition—A deficit under the pro- 
visions of this act shall be an excess of expenditures incurred 
during the fiscal year just ended for ordinary expenses over the 
cash received from taxes paid and from other revenue.
